I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1968. 


Home  Population 

The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
5,740  which  represents  an  increase  of  120  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  66  (34  M.  32  F.  )  which  v/as  a  decrease  of 
12  from  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  corresponding  crude  birth-rate 
was  11.5  which  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General's  Comparability 
Factor  to  allow  comparison  with  the  birth-rate  of  other  Districts,  becomes 
15.76  and  was  lower  than  that  of  16.9  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 


Two  stillbirths  were  registered  during  the  year  and  the  corresponding 
rate  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths  was  29.0;  compared  with  that  of 
14.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

One  infant  death:  was  registered  due  toi- 

Prenaturity  (26  weeks)  -  4  hours. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  v/as  accordingly  15.0  compared  with  that  of 
18.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 


There  were  no  Maternal  deaths,  which  is  a  reflection  of  the  high 
standard  o_  modern  Obstetric  practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 


The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  102  (53  M.  49  F. )  and 
the  crude  death  rate  was  accordingly  17.8  which  includes  the  deaths 
assigned  from  the  West  View  Chronic  Sick  Hospital.  The  Registrar  General's 
Comparability  Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised 
for  age  and  sex  distribution  and  allows  comparison  with  other  Districts 
adjusts  the  crude  death  rate  and  the  adjustment  rate  w as  10.7  in 
comparison  with  that  of  11.9  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths  was  from  natural  causes  amongst  the  aged 
viz.  Heart  and  Circulatory  Disease  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous 
System,  of  those  there  were  59. 

Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  (i.e.  Coronary  Thrombosis  and  Coronary 
Atheroma)  was  the  cause  of  17  of  those  deaths  in  the  following  age-groups; 

2  between  55  -  64;  6  between  65  -  74  and  9  over  75  years.  These  figures 

follow  the  usual  pattern  that  the  majority  of  deaths  from  Coronary 
disease  are  amongst  the  aged  and  would  suggest  that  a  degenerative  process 
is  the  most  important  factor. 
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Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  was  the  second  highest 
cause  of  deaths,  of  which  there  were  20  in  the  following  age-groups; 

2  between  45-54;  2  between  55-64;  7  between  65  -  74  and  9  over 

75  years. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  was  the  cause  of  4  (Ii. )  deaths  in  the 
following  age-groups;  2  between  65  -  64;  1  between  05  --74  and  1  over  75 

years . 

Cancer  of  the  Breast  caused  4  deaths  in  the  following  age-groups : 

2  between  45  -  54  and  2  over  75  years. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no  unusual 
mortality.  There  was  no  death  from  Infectious  Disease.

Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act,  1968 

The  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  1968  came  into 
force  on  the  1st  October  1968,  and,  as  requested  by  the  minister  of  Health, 
copies  of  these  new  Regulations  and  also  copies  of  Sections  47  to  43  of  the 
Act  of  1968  were  sent  to  all  medical  practitL oners  in  the  Area.
